‘Soviet Civil Defense Called No Real Shield

' WASHINGTON, May 17 (WP). 
—After studying the issue-for a 
year, 2 joint comntittee: of Con- 
gress declared yesterday that So- 
viet civil defense programs do uot 
provide avy reliable protection 

against U.S. strategic forces, 

* No rational Soviet leaders would 
risk starting 2 nuclear war. the 
Joint Committee on Defense 
Production seid, becduse.thet war 
Would inevitably. destroy .the So- 
viet Union as a great ‘power. 

‘The United States, the commit- 
tee concluded, should tot try i 
mimic or match the Soviet civil 
defense effort, because greater 
Spending on civil defense . here 
would prove ‘meffectnual and a 
waste of money, 

These conclusions appear in a 
100-page ‘report, which amounts 
to a detailed rebuttal to alarms 
sounded during the last year by 
some members of the strategic 
community concerned about. the 
Soriet civil defense program, The, 
committee majority. said, in ef- 
fect, that these elarms ere un- 
justified. : 

: Three members disagreed and 
filed a minority report, which 
said that Soviet program is men- 
acing. However, they did not 
recommend a new U.S, program 
to match it, but imstead urged 
further study and analysis of 


what. the Russians" ‘are really 
doing. -

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As Israelis Vote for Knesset

TEL AVIV, May 17 ‘(NYT).— 
22 million eHgible voters began 
balloting today for a new na- 
tional government in an election 
regarded by politicians and 
pollsters here as a severe chal- 
lenge to the Labor party, which 
has governed Israel throughout 
its 29-year history. | 

There were estimates that up 
to 500,000 voters were undecided. 
‘They could be the key to whether 
Israel's new majority coalition 
government would be formed by 
Labor or by the main opposition 
party, the Likud 

A total of 22 party lists were 
available to the voters electing 
the next parliament or Knesset, 
But major interest was focused 
on three parties—Labor, the 
Likud, and a new party, the 
Democratic Movement for 
Change. 

The Labor party candidate for 
Premier was. Defense Minister 
Shimon Peres, the Likud can- 
didate was Menahem Begin and 
the Democratic Movement for 
Change ticket was headed by 
Yigael Yadin, the archaeologist 
who transcribed the Dead Sea 
Serods. 

‘Transportation Provided 

It wes expected that, as in 
the past. about 80 per cent of 
the country's voters would cast 
ballots—and .the major parties 
had thousands of workers spread 
throughout the country urging 
voters to go to the polls, in 


‘many instances providing trans- 


portation if needed. 

(About 50 per cent of the 
voters had cast their ballots by 
midday, United Press Interna- 
tional reported, but lines in front 
of the 3.380 polling stations were 
expected to lengthen as evening 
brought relief from unusually 
hot. weather. 

‘LA straw poll of "10.587 voters 
conducted by national television 
indicated that the Likud would 
‘wind up the winner with-a plu- 
rality of 44 of the 150 Bnesset 
seats, giving Mr, Begin the man- 
date to form a ‘coalition govern- 
ment, 

(The poll, conducted an. hour 
pefore the 3,380 polling stations 
closed, was'not viewed by politi- 
cal analysts as a definite measure 
of the final results. It was not 
@ computer projection. No final 
results are expected before dawn:} 

A last-minute poll taken by 
the Labor alignment indicated 
that Labor would gain only 39 
seats in the. Knesset while the 
Likud would win 38. 

Other polis here in recent 
days gave Labor as many as 44 
seats—still a decided erosion of 
the party's previous strength, A 
number of polls showed that the 
Likud was picking up strength 
fiom younger voters and from 
Oriental Jews. those from. North 
Africa, Yemen and Iraq, who 
now form 2 majority of the

Britain Renews Rhodesia Peace Bid 


MAPUTO, Mozambique, May 
17 (UPT),— Britain said today 
that a peace formula was still 
Possible in Rhodesia. 

“We firmly believe in the nego- 
tiated settlement as 2a feasible 
and indeed the right way to 
achieve independence,”, Foreign 
Office minister Ted Rowlands 
said at the’ United Nations .con-~ 
ference on Rhodesia and South- 
West Africa (Namibia'. 

“It is. right to take every 
opportunity to search even at 


this eleventh hour for a nego- 
tiated settlement," he said. “It 
is not just irresponsible—it is 
disastrous if we turn our backs 
on any chance of a negotiated 
settlement." 

Mr, Rowlands was the first 
senior Western official to speak 
at the meeting of §7 countries 
and liberation groups. and renut 
the clamor from some circles 
for an all-out armed struggle. 

As Mr, Rowlands delivered his 
speech, U.S. Ambassador Andrew 


N ATO Allies Agree to Raise 


Arms Spending Substantially 
By David Haworth 


BRUSSELS, May 17 ΙΤΗΤ .-- 
The Unitel States and its 
NATO allies agreed today to 
substantially increase arms spend- 
ing in a {five-year program 
starting next year. 

But Defense Secretary Harold 
Brown and other defense 
ministers meeting at the NATO 
Defense Planning Committee dif- 
fered about the percentage in- 
crease Which alliance members 
would be prepared to meet. 

A target of an annual 3-per- 
eent hike of each member-n2- 
tion's defense spending—in ad- 
dition to inflation—appeared too 
jarge for both economic and 
Political reasons. However, the 
3-per-cent figure will be an 
overall average goal for the 
whole alliance, 

West German Defense Min- 
ister Georg Leber said today: 
“It is not a rigid figure. There 
can be some margin of variation 
from country to country.” 

‘Signal to Russia 

He added that the agreement 
was a signal to the Soviet Union 
to limis its own military build- 
up. Τῇ there cannot be an agree- 
ment on parity with the Rus- 
sians, he said, the West will 
have +o increase its arsenal. 

Mr. Brown earlier asked for a 
“gubstantial increase. U.S. of- 
ficlals seid that he. gave no 
figure. Next year’s budget for 
the U.S. armed forces, now be- 
fore Congress, calls for an in- 
crease of 4 to & per cent, 

The defense secretary received 
8 poslitve raspoise to iis call for 


short-term action to improve 
NATO's preparedness. Within 2 
year. the following should be 
achieved in response to the 
rapidly growing strength of the 
Warsaw Pact nations: 

Φ Increased stocks af anii- 
tank weapons. especiajiy in 
northern Germany, where man?

Today's meeting slso heard a 
report on “Trends and Develop- 
ments in the Warsaw Pact." It 
said that the Russians continie 
to spend heavily to support their 
military programs, and that this 
spending has been increasing at 
ἃ Yate of more than 4 per cent 
δ Tear in real terms. It currently 
absorbs at least 11 to 12 per cent 
of the Soviet gross national prod- 
uct, the report said. 

Declining Growth Rate 

This military’ spending has 
been partly responsible for a low 
standard of living and 2 declin- 
ing rate of total economic growth, 
which averaged less than 4 per 
cent a year in the 1971-1975 pe- 
riod, the report said, but itadded 
that @ “high level of defense 
spending is likely" to continue.

Numeiri, in Paris, Condemns 
Saviet Union’s African Role 


PARIS, May 17 ‘Reutersi.— 
President Gasfar Numelri of Su- 
dan today accused the Soviet 
Dnion of trying to dominate 
Africa in "2 new form of colonial- 
ism.” 

The Sudanese leader. on an of- 
ficial visit to France, said at a 
press conference that “there are 
countries that have stratesies 
and objectives. The Soviet Union 
15 one of these countries. It is 
using all its welght to dominate 
Africa politically.” 

Gen, Numeiri accused the So- 
viet Union of offering arms in 
the name of aid and dominating 
countries from within in the 
Ὦ me of democracy. 

Later he toured the French 
ar vaments display center at Sa- 
te-y. west of Paris. 

He declined to say what sort of 
weapons he was interested in, but 
recalled that the Soviet Union 


had now stopped supplying Sudan 
with arms. “We have to look else- 
where,” he said. 

Gen. Numeiri also used his 
press conference to launch an ap- 
peal for international backing for 
the Eritrean Liberation Movement

MADRID, May 17 ¢UPI).— 
Ignoring an “anti-Yankee” bomb 
explosion, Vice-President Mon- 
dale met today with King Juan 
Carlos and received an encour- 
aging report from the monarch 
and his ministers on buliding 
democracy in Spain. 

US. officials said the Vice 
President's meetings went very 
well and were unaffected by the 
explosion of a bomb apparently 
set by the Anti-Fascist Resistance 
Group Oct. 1 ('GRAPO) at the 
U.S, Cultural Center. 

U.S. officials discounted any 
connection between the explosion 
and the Mondale visit, But the 
liberal newspaper Diario 16 head- 
lined: “Explosive Welcome for the 
U.S.A. Vice-President." A man who 
said, he was ἃ spokesman for 
GBAPO told the newspaper ΕἸ 
Pais that the bomb was intend- 
ed “against the Yankees.” 

Two night watchmen were 
slightly injured in the explosion. 


Basque Area Calm 


Elsewhere in Spain tension 
eased today as most Basque 
workers returned to their jobs, 
heeding warnings by labor unions 
that continued strikes and street

Scotland ‘Almost Mystical’ 


Visitors Seek Highland Roots, 


Leave Hard Times to History 
By Roy Reed 


TONGUE. Scotland. May 17 
'N¥T:—Sereral thousand de- 
scendanis of Scottish enugrants 
have just spent two weeks 
searching the home country for 
their roots. Some found 4 briar 
Patch instead. 


A Dumber of Scottish social 
critics took advantage of a 
heavily promoted international 
gathering of chins to remind the 
country of the reason that many 
of the visitors’ ancestors had left 
Scotland. They were pushed out 
by economic change. overcrowding 
and im some cases by jandlords 
using sheriff's men and fire to 
get rid of tenants they wished 
1 replace with sheep. 

The Highland clearances of the 
18th and 19th centuries have been 
replayed in angry detail in much 
of the Scottish press while the 
visitors from the United States, 
Canada, Australia and other 
countries toured castles, strolled 
self-consciously in Kilts. listened 
τὸ bagpipes. drank Scotch and 
expressed puzzlement over the 
commotion. 

The author of several books 
on the Scottish Highlands at- 
tacked as “indecent" the spec- 
tacle of descendants of the evict- 
ed emigrants being entertained 
by clan chiefs who are descen- 
dants of the evictors. 

The visitors did not see it that 
way, Ther apparently felt 
nothing but affection for the 
glens and hills of their grand- 
parents’ stories, 

“I feel something almost 
mystical about it.” Jim Reid of 
McLean, Va., said as he prepared 
to go to Perthshire, the home 
ef his clan, the Robertsons. 
This is a hard and beautiful 
land.” 

The visitors could afford a 
generous nostalgia. Some were as 
Tich as the titled clan chiefs 
whose ancestors bad evicted their 
own. All were well-heeled enough 
vo pay for an expensive two-week 
Noliday that ended with explora~ 
tions of their clan territories in 
the remotest Highland valleys.

The heathered moors rising 
from the rushing peat-darkened 
river were planted here and there 
with pines, some of the 7 million 
trees that she and her family 
bave set out wu recent years to 
try to make the land more 
productive. 

Reflecting on the 5.000 per- 
sons that her ancestor cleared 
from the estate in the 15 years 
after 1806, she said they had had 
to move or starve. The population 
had grown so great that the thin 
soil would no longer support it. 

The estate of the first duke 
was over a million acres, stretch- 
jug from Cape Wrath on the 
northwestern tip of Scotland to 
Dunrobin Castile \"a tremendous 
white elephant,” Lady Suther- 
land said) on the northeastern 
coast, The present owner has 
only 100,000 acres and finds that 
a burden, She and her husband, 
Charles Janson, a London jour- 
nalist, spend much of their time 
deciding how to manage the es- 
tate. 

They have bought a weekly 
newspaper and a printing plant. 
They own a lumber mill They 
rent out the farmland for sheep 
and cattle and they lease several 
houses to vacationers {from 
abrosd. 

The Highlands and Islands 
Development Board reports that 
people have begun to move back 
to the Highlands, thanks partly 
to the North Sea oil industry, 
Personal income has crept up and 
now is 95 per cent of that of 
Britain as ἃ whole, Manufactur- 
jing is gaining, with about 17 per 
cent of the Highlands labor force, 
up from 10 per cent in 1961. 

But the old occupations of 
farming, forestry and mining 
continue to decline. Only 5 per 
cent of the people now make their 
ving on farms. Even the sheep 
that replaced the peasants have 
disappeared from many of the 


hillsides, 

Lady Sutherland studied the 
bare land and contemplated the 
sins of her ancestor as she led 
a@ caravan of cars through the 
Highiends on the way to Tongue. 

“I don't feel very responsible,” 
she said, “After all, it’s been a 
while.”

Japanese Airport a $2-Billion White Elephant

NARITA, Japan, May 17 ΟΡ, 
—Narita Airport is 2 melancholr 
place, a vision of the future im- 
prisoned’ in barbed wire and 


bad blood. ᾿ 


In 1966, the. desigmers en- 
visaged an automated gateway 
to take. international air tra- 
velers in and out of Japan with 
magnificent’ efficiency. Instead, 
they binndered into a series of 
bitter conflicts. with the sur- 
rounding population that have 
turned the airport and support 
facilities mo 2. $2-billion white 
elephant. - 

The airport was completed in 

73,‘ but no airliners have land- 
ed. Instead there have been riots 
and four deaths. The airport 


‘bas remained ‘closed, with in- 


terest and maintenance costs 
mounting: at more than 5150,000 
8. day. ix 

. Now the. government has be- 
gun 2 drive to open the air- 
port in November. Success is 
by no means certain. As in the 
past, police action has rekindled 
the anger of farmers, students 
and human rights organizations 
ranged against it, mostly for 
environmental reasons. 

Police’ recently demolished two 
steel towers that had blocked 
landings on the sole runway 
and that bad been symbols of 
resistance. A riot followed and 
the fourth death occurred when 
@ 2i-year-old protester was 
struck by 2 police tear-gas 
grenade. Leftist student leaders 
vowed to fight back with “guer- 
rill warfare.” Because of the 
strife, the airport is defended 
like an army base. <A semi- 
permanent garrison of 2,000 police 
guards the perimeters and ap~ 
proaches. Intruder detector sys- 
tems, high-barbed wire fences 
andi ground entanglements back 
them up, 

Even 80, some empioyess don't 


feel safe. One nervous airiine 
official sped past a shack oc- 
cupied by demonstrators and 
crouched behind the wheel: “We 
have to speed. up or we shall 
be hurt.” Nario Sano of Japan 
Air Lines said. 

The heart of tne airport is 
deserted. The assemblage of 
huge, shuttered buildings is a 
futuristic Palace of Versailles, or 
perhaps the set of a science- 
fiction thriller. An occasional 
police bus drones across the 
dazzling white acres of concrete. 


Nearby are five new hotels. A 
maintenance man polishing the 
doors of one finished three years 
ago said: “We will open when 
the airport does.” 

A 600-man maintenance farce 
runs the machinery and sweeps 
away the dust. Electric clocks 
show the time. The rescue 
crews have been on 24-hour duty 
for the last three years, 

From the roof of the main 
lobby a computer-controlled voice 
makes meaningless flight an- 
mouncemerts, In the operations 
center, afr traffic controllers 
practice with nonexistent aircraft. 

“It's been very disappointing.” 
said Higuchi Eatsuii who was 
assigned to Narita in 1914 as a 
$11,600-a-year controller. He 
spends his time checking equip- 
ment and training on a simulator. 

Nearly everything that could 
go wrong has happened. Under 
the maln terminal .js a huge 
eatacomb, dimly lit and partly 
flooded. It is an embryonic 
station for the super express 
trains which were to have car- 
ried sir prssengers the 40 miles 
to Tokyo in only 30 minutes. 
Local opposition has blecked 
construction of the track and 
there is considerable doubt that 
it will ever be built. 

Foreign airlines have objected 
to moving to Narita, because of 
the lengthy commute. Their 
passengers will have to travel 


70-minutes on another vail line 
or drive on a busy highway, a 
trip that can take three hours, 
The taxi fare will be around $54. 

The airport abo has been left 
without ἃ fuel supply. Residents, 
concerned over the dangers of 
an underground pipeline carry= 
ing jet fuel, were able to prevent 
its completion. Recently the 
airport authority negotiated rail 
transport of the fuel and use 
of a temporary pipeline. 

The decision to build the 
Narita Airport was made in 
1968 after it became apparent 
thet the existing Tokyo airport at 
Haneda was reaching its traf- 
fie Timits. 

Observers, who charge ὑπὸ 
airport authority with consistent, 
mismanagement, say the initial 
blunder was the worst, 

The farmers, who had not 
been constited in advance by 
the government, found allies 
aniong ultraleftist student groups 
who saw Narita as a focus for 
opposition to the government. 
By paying compensation and 
offering alternate land in some 
eases, the authority was able 
to buy out nearly all the farmers. 

A big loser is Japan's national 
carrier, Japan Air Lines, The 
company hired 3,000 extra em~ 
ployees and spent $155 million 
in building hangars, a com-~ 
puterised cargo terminal and 
flight Kitchens, All are idk. 

In Narita New Town, thousands 
of houses and apartments built 
for airport emplorees are empty. 
The town, intended to house 
60.000 people, has a population 
of 9,000.

There has been a zood deal of speculation 
lately whether President Carter has found 
@ real job for Vice-President Mondale as 
well as whether that job was to impress 
Premier Vorster of South Africa or Ambas- 
Sador Young of the United States. But 
when President Kaunda of Zambia an- 
nounced that a state of war existed between 
his country and Rhodesia. this Mondale- 
Young chatter seemed very unimportant. 
For Mr. Young is responsible, at the con- 
ference in Maputo. Mozambique. for assist- 
ing in seeking what UN Secretary-General 
Waldheim has called "just and peaceful 
Solutions" to the “unacceptable situations” 
in Rhodesia and Namibia. And it is very 
doubtful now. however just the solutions 
may be. that peaceful ones can be achieved. 

To be sure. the Zambia-Rhodesia war had 
a very gradual start. Rhodesia resented the 
forces of Joshua Nkomo using Zambia as a 
hase. and sent warnings to President Kaun- 
da through Foreign Secretarr Owen of the 
United Kingdom—and Eaunda’s response 
was a virtual declaration of war. But this 
same situation exists with respect to Mo- 
zambique. and there are a number οἱ “front- 
line” states which simply do net belheve 
there can or should be a peacetul solution to 
the situations in Rhodesia. Namibia or South 
Africa In part this is caused by justified 
Suspicions of the white governments directly 
involved: in part it springs from suspicion 


of other white governments who. a5 Presi- 
dent Mache! of Mozambique put ‘t want 
“African puppets.” 

And it is. of course. perfectly true that 
such Western nations as the United States 
do not want the Soviet Union to have Afri- 
can puppets in Angola or Mozambique any 
more than President Machel wants African 
puppets influenced by the British or Amer- 
icans 1n Rhodesia or South Africa. But it is 
also true that. as the Geneva conference 
proved. the African groups do not trust one 
another any more than they trust white 
colonialists. Out of Geneva—which might 
have provided a rational transition to black 
majority rule in Rhodesia—came the distinct 
impression that the best-organized guerrillas 
did not want votes, but military victory, be- 
cause they had more actual bullets than 
potential ballots. 

So the Maputo conference has indeed a 
difficult task If it is to avoid what Mr. 
Waldheim rightly called “a disaster of grave 
dimensions.” Just what the American role 
can be is doubtful: Mr Young will be meet- 
ing his most serious challenge. the Carter 
administration its first rea) foreign crisis. 
It goes to the conference committed to ma- 
jority rule by peaceful means: its black 
fellow-participants are certainly even more 
strongly committed to the goal. But how can 
they be convinced that the means are both 
possible and. in the end. more fruitful for 
thelr people? 


Squeeze on Cyprus 


The situation in the eastern Mediterranean 
is dismal Turkey's forces continue to occupy 
a dispropurtionate share of Cyprus. and 
Turkey's politicians continue to block nego- 
tiations that would restore the unity of the 
island nation and make possible coexistence 
between Turkish and Grees Cypriots. At 
home Turks indulge a cultural identity 
erisis whose prolongation takes Turkey ever 
farther from its postwar Western orientation. 
Meanwhile. the United States ts stil] locked 
out ot Turkish bases that are important to 
the defense of the whole Western alliance. 
The Greeks. mistaking for partiality the 
Carter administration's efforts to play the 
careful broker toward Turkey, sulk The 
Possibility of a local war between these two 
NATO partners, arising from their dispute 
over demarcation of the continental shelf 
in the Aegean Sea. cannot be ruled out.

The Carter administration started out {ts 
term with as reasonable a plan as circum- 
Stances in the eastern Mediterranean per- 
mit. It tried to convince Turks of its good 
faith by authorizing new military sales and 
accepting in principle the $1-billion bases 
agreement negotiated with Ankara by the 
Previous administration At the same time. 
10 sought to accumulate bargaining power 
by conditioning its submission to Congress 
of the bases ‘agreement on Turkish com- 
Promise on Cyprus. But Congress. playing 
its familiar spoller’s role. undercut the ad- 


ministration. In a power play as misgnided 
as 1t was well intentioned. elements acting 
in the name of Greece—though perhaps not 
to its ultimate benefit—threatened to remove 
much of the administration's bargaining 
power with the Turks. The administration, 
in an unbecoming failure of nerve, ac- 
quiesced.

So the focus moves to Ankara, where elec- 
tions are to be held on June 5. The key 
question is not whether Prime Minister De- 
mirel or ex-Prime Minister Ecevit wins but 
whether either can secure the absolute ma- 
jority that would let -him rule without 
dependence on the anti-Western National 
Salvation party. which wields the balance 
of power. As Tesentful as they are of what 
they see as gross American sensitivity. Turk- 
ish politicians ΚΘ Mr. Demirel and Mr. 
Ecevit are not oblivious to Turkey’s long- 
term advantage In developing in league with 
the West. Elther one. with a mandate, could 
conceivably make the small gestures that 
would start to break the Cyprus deadlock. 
Meanwhile. Washington stands ready to 
mediate the ticking Aegean dispute. With a 
great deal of diplomatic skill and luck, and 
a littie more recognition by Congress of its 
responsibilities. the summer could bring 
better'days One hesitates to contemplate 
the alternative.

Medieval and Renaissance cook- 
ing made considerable use of 
flowers (sometimes with an ere 
fixed rather on medicine than 
on gastronomy), either directly 
or in the form of flavorings de- 
rived from the extraction of their 
oils or from distilling. The 17th 
and 18th centuries followed suit, 
employing flowers much more 
freely than we do today. 

The venerable Café Procope 
(which still exists) opened in 
Paris in 1686, serving creamy 
desserts flavored with orange 
petals or rose petals, using ber- 
gamot and carnation waters in 
its Davorings, and offering sher- 
bet containing rose petals. At 
the same period roast chicken or 
Pork were often garnished with 
Toses, primroses or violets, and 
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the same flowers were made into 
pres, as were hawthorn buds. 
Roses also flavored cakes, wafers 
and sauces. 

In our own times, without 
wandering irom the category of 
flowers in the narrowest sense, 
we can draw up 2 fairly lengthy 
list of the uses of their petals, as 
distinguished from the eating of 
flower bulbs (tulip or hyacinth), 
seeds, leaves or buds (capers and 
cloves are flower buds) or even 
honey. and ignoring 8150 their 
beverages—flower teas, flower 
wines, flower liqueurs. 

One of the commonest uses of 
flowers as food is perhaps mar- 
ginal: candied or crystallized 
flower petals, which are popular

Like most New 
Yorkers, I have many favored 
potholes. My favorite is on First 
Avenue just north of 57th Street. 
One day in 1974 it broke the axle 
of a UN limousine with diplomat- 
ie immunity which had just run 
a red light at 50 miles an hour 
to punish me for trying to cross 
the street. 

That pothole confirms my faith 
that justice will wtimately pre- 
vail. Ib would be a pity to see it 
destroyed. 

The Pothole Preservation As- 
sociation hopes to save 250 of the 
city’s most remarkable potholes 
in their present locations. Among 
these is the famous Eighth Street 
pothole, thought to be the oldest 
jn the city. Tt was there that 
Washington Irving wrote “The 
Legend of Sleepy Hollow” while 
waiting for a mechanic to re- 
align the front end of his strav~ 
berry roan, which had hit: " the 
pothole at full gallop.
